Set Rate at $29.20, 


Same as Last Year’s 


Andover’s tax rate was announced last 
Friday night as $29.20, the same as last year’s 
rate which was but thirty cents lower than 
the peak rate of 1934 

The amount to be raised from property 
this year will be about $500 higher than last 
year, and the valuation has been increased 
from 1935's $16,192,060 to $16,210,407. Last 
year $472,808.15 had to be raised on property 
as against $473,343.88 this year. 

The increase in the amount to be raised 
is caused by a decrease in total receipts of 
about $9,000 which falls short of being neut- 
ralized by the $8,000 decrease in total ex- 
penses. Last year including poll tax returns 
receipts were estimated at $204,903.79, while 
this year with poll tax returns this item is 
estimated at $196,486.99. The total expense 
which includes town appropriations and state 
and county assessments has gone down from 
1935's $677,711.94 to $669,830.87. There 
was a drop of some $11,000 in town appropri 
ations, but there was a slight rise in state 
and county levies. 

County assessments for 1935 were $24,- 
156.41 and for 1936 $25,412.74, State assess- 
ments went up to $27,524.91 from $26,571.44 
The town appropriations for 1935 were $620,- 
417.90 and for 1936 $609,246.58 

In accordance with the recent law enacted 
by the General Court there will be no tax on 
machinery used in manufacture and listed 
on the books as of January 1, this year. The 
revenue that would have been derived from 
this source will be reimbursed to the town 
by the state, and for the next three years 
this revenue will be included on a descending 
scale in a reimbursement to be derived from 
the state income tax.
